2. Kurt Alois AXMAMK (born 27 June 190? in Berlin) la the alder brother * ') 
und despite the foot that hla younger brothor outranked him during hla NSDAP 
career, be la definitely the leader of the current buaineae - Artur AXMAMI 
can make no expenditures without Kurt 'a permission* Kurt was an H.J# Ober- 
^annfuahrer In Land Brandenburg, and wae interned in England until 19*? • He 
waa then in business in Luebeck until 1951* end waa thereafter in Berlin* 

In 19^2 he started a buaineae which at first dealt in tinned flah products, 
but whloh now denis in all types of machinery* From at least 195* until the 
present Kurt AXMAHN has made numerous trips to Warsaw and Prague* 

3* Artur AXMANH (bom 18 February 1913 in Hagen), has had a much more 
active political career than his brother, and is still more motive politically, 
judging from the ruaeroua contact a ha had end has with right-wing figures* 
Before 19*5 he rose to Heiohsjugendfuebrer, and he eleo saw active service 
on bath Eastern and Western fronts* He was interned until 19*9* and subse- 
quently lived in Luebeck and We usrtsdt/Bol stein. We are not entirely certain 
of hie movements and activities between 19*9 end the time be Joined hla 
brother’s firm In Berlin In 1956* In 1951# however, he wae reported as attorn- 
ing meetings concerning coordination of right-wing political groups held by 
Oort SPlMDLER (bom 9 Hey 191*)# formerly publiener of "Der Fortschrltt, 8 and 
in March 1952 h« attended meetings in Hannover led by Herr NAUKAMM, formerly 
Staa teaekr ataer in tna Propaganda Mlnisterliaa. Some time prior to 1S$3, while 
still living in Weuatadt/Holoteln, he wae In touch with one Volf SCHEJJKB (bom 
6 April 191* in Amatadt), Gottfried 0HIES34KIKR, and Col-Oen a.d* STOMP? , 
formerly of the Luftwaffe. These contacts concerned an organization referred 
to as "Dor Bund," but their exact nature 1< unknown to us* 

4, Since at least 1956, Artur AXMAMI has been very motive In attempts 
to further trade relations with Bed China* He hae b een a leading figure in 
the Beutaahe-Chlnesisohe Ooeelleahaft (SCO), and in May 1958 mat and accom- 
panied the Red Chinees Trade delegation to the Handover Fair, Other oontaot* 
of hie in the DCO have included Eduard J* SOLXCH, Albrecht FCCXE, Claude 
RICXKSHS, Joachim O.A. HERTSLET, and Erwin van HAZEBRCCX. In the early part 
of 1958 Artur made a six week trip to Red China, accompanied by 3CHEHKE. 
Although the trip was primarily a business survey, we assume that seal-political 
discussions were held. 

5* In this connection, it is interesting to note that Kurt AXMA1BI# who 
hae also meted for the DCO, hae recently established the firm China-Kootor 
Baadalagseellachaft abfl In Berlin, to oo oduo t b u ai n eae with Bed China# In 
addition te the AXMAMI brothers, a Frits Beinrleh HAJM0B of HnShc* is 
aee o oiated with the enterprise* We understand that a fit m HAMCXM3 and a fnu 
CGMMD, previously AXMAMI employees, are employed by this new firm# and that 
Artur AXMAMI la planning a new trip to Red China during the oobraa cC thia /

slovakia, and with the USSR, The business dose not appear to bo of a regular 
nature* but concerns a series of individual deal# of opportunity involving § 
various typos of heavy machinery* AXMANN's Polish business has been falling 
off lately* and we understand he has expressed a desire to Inarea ee hlo trade 
with the USSR. ■/■■■■' 

7. The AXMAHN representative for Poland is Oert REIKERT (born A December 
1917 in Hamburg) . REDffET has made a number of trips to Warsaw for AXMAMN* 
and lies many good uonnectionu there* including pSioonnol In iilektrin, Pollmcx, 
Motor -Import, Centralny Urzat Naftc*y, «** Transactor. REIMfiRT is at the 
moment on a trip to Sofia for the AXMANH s* but Is expected to travel to Warsaw 
■gain. In Berlin in 1956 Kurt AXMAHN was in regular touch with Jan CYOAM 

and Heinrich LOREK (aka LOKOWRSKZ) of the Visa Section of the Polish Military 
Mission.
